Cotner University is yet small as universities go, but we 
are all proud of her, both for what she is and because of what 
she stands for. This year has undoubtedly been the greatest 
in her history. In the main, affairs have taken their ordinary 
course—with a little diversion now and then during the chapel 
hour—such as a class yell, an instruetive talk from some prom- 
inent visitor, or a gentle admonition from the Chancellor to let 
nothing distract our attention from our studies. But there 
are some triumphs that have come to us this year that Cotner 
has never seen before, 

Debating, under the direction of IH. OQ. Pritchard, has for 
the first time become a prominent feature in our college work. 
The first inter-collegiate debate of the year took place in the 
Cotner chapel on March 5, with Christian University of Canton, 
Missouri. First honors were carried away by the visiting team, 
but this defeat only prepared us to enjoy more fully the vic- 
cory which came to us three weeks later, when we. won the 
decisions on both sides of the question in the trianeular debate 
which had been arranged with Doane and Bellevue colleges for 
that evening. The next morning, when the victorious debating 
veam returned from Doane, Cotner’s students held a jubilation 
such as she had never known before. The rejoicing was in- 
creased owing to the fact that’ Mr. Ford Ellis had just come 
back from Grand Island bearing the news that he had been 
given first place in the State Prohibition Contest and was to 
represent Nebraska at the Central Interstate Contest at Waco, 
Texas, May 22. Three successes to celebrate all at onee were 
too much for the steady routine of the school. The halls were 
filled with an eager crowd that yelled and cheered and bore the 
heroes of the day aloft on their shoulders. Classes had to be 
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dismissed and the rest of the day was given over to a holiday 

in honor of the victories.

The next thing in order was our 
first annual banquet. This is an 
event never to be forgotten. About 
one-half of our number reached the 
banquet hall, on time and in good 
condition. Three of our members were entertained on the streets 
by the Commercials, and two more were kidnapped. Tom Perry 
vas tied to the bridge on Stevens Creek, and Joe Smith was 
left blindfolded at the next cross-road. On his return Mr. Perry 
concealed himself in a lilac bush until opportunity presented 
itself for him to reach his friends. Our allies, the ’07’s, aided 
us in bringing our missing members to the banquet. After

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The medical department of Cotner University is operated in 
the heart of the business center of the city of Lincoln, in order 
that the students may have access to the hospitals and other 
clinical advantages offered by the city, and, heretofore, all 
branches of the four years’ course have been taught at the 
medical department, but in the future those branches which 
require laboratory work in connection will be given at the 
University, which is located at Bethany, a suburb just east of 
the city. The laboratories of the two departments will be com- 
bined and new apparatus will be added also, which will insure 
to future classes laboratory facilities second to no other medieal 
school, in which to pursue their researches in Embryology, 
Biology, Histology, Bacteriology, Physiology, Anatomy, Path- 
ology, Chemistry, Etc. 

We are proud to be able to say that the officers and faculty 
cf the medical department take advantage of every opportunity 
to improve the college, and that plans are now being made for 
the purpose of extending the scope of its possibilities, which will 
insure advancement in the future even greater than it has en- 
joyed in the past. 





HISTORICAL 


In 1883 the legislature of Nebraska authorized the estab- 
lishment of three medical departments in the University of Ne- 
braska for instruction in the doetrines and procedures of the 
leading schools of medicine. Three professors were allotted to 
the Kelectic department, to which Doctors William S. Latta, Ira 
Van Camp and Richard S. Grimes were appointed. The arrange- 
ment continued till 1887, when the departments were all closed. 
Dr. Latta and his colleagues immediately negotiated with ‘the 
Nebraska Christian University, since changed in name to ‘‘Cotner 
University,’’ for the organization of a medical department in 
that institution, and the sessions began in 1889 with a staff of 
fourteen professors. It bears the title of ‘‘Lineoln’ Medical Col- 
iege of Cotner University.’’ 

Dr. Latta held the position of Dean of the college until his 
death in 1901. Dr. J. M. Keyes of Omaha was elected to the 
deanship at that time and retained the position for four years,

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ECLECTICISM AND WHAT IT MEANS 


It is now recognized by all medical inen that the practice 
of medicine for centuries prior to the year 1800 was decidedly 
unscientific, to say the least. At that time, however, the people 
began to demand that they be given something more nearly 
scientific by their physicians, upon the penalty, in case of thei: 
Tailure,of being discredited entirely. Indeed, the doctors of that 
period had so little real scientifie knowledge, that the people 
preferred to emp' vy, in case of sickness, a certain class of old 
women whose domestie duties had given them a few erude but 
practical ideas in regard to the treatment and nursing of dis- 
eases. The doctors used only the most drastic and poisonous 
medicines, which, when administered for the purpose of correct- 
ing certain disease } cocesses, might alleviate those conditions 
but were so severe in their action as to leave the patient with 
ailments more morbid 1n character than those which it was the 
intention to correct. The medicines referred to were principally 
metallic medicines, the use of which had been learned from 
Hurope and Asia. 

This was the state of affairs which induced a number of 
medical men to investigate the medical virtues of the American 
plants. They were soon rewarded by the discoveries of the 
great value of the medicinal properties of these plants. They 
administered their infusions and decoctions made from the roots, 
herbs and leaves which were gathered from the forests (ex- 
cluding all those having bad after-effects), and were given the 
satisfaction of seeing diseases cured in a much greater per cent 
of the cases and always more quickly and more pleasantly, than 
had ever been possible under the old treatment. This, in brief, 
was the beginning of the ‘‘Great Medical Reform.’’ The eu- 
inination of this movement came in 1845 when the leading in- 
vestigators combined their interests and their ideas and organ- 
ized a school in which should be taught the new principles of 
medicine. 

The name Eelectic was chosen for the school because it in- 
dlieates just exactly what the founders stood for—‘The use of 
any and all valuable remedies and modes of treatment, from 
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whatever source they may come, excluding those which under 
ordinary circumstances are liable to produce evil consequences 
o1 endanger the future health of the patient.’’ This was the 
meaning of Kelecticism then. 

Modern Eeleeticism has a wider range. In addition to the 
principles of our system of medicine as enunciated by the first 
reformers, the later reformers have added an advanced thought, 
“Specific Diagnosis and Medication,’’ which has reduced 
the practice of medicine to a science, not yet an exact science, 
but nevertheless a science. This one advance step has brought 
the medical practice much nearer to an exact science than all 
other discoveries of the last twenty centuries, and this is ‘‘ Mod- 
ern Ecleeticism’’ taught in Eclectic schools only. 

It is not egotism on our part which inspires us to make these 
claims for the superiority of our system of medicine; neither 
is it selfishness, for we are students only and have no interest 
in the college, financial or otherwise. We simply want the 
truth to be known, and if we should succeed in directing some 
wayfarer’s feet into the pathway of medical righteousness and 
he should see fit to enlist under the L. M. C. banner next fall, 
our fondest desires will have been gratified.
